Destructive Fire in Iudianapolis. 

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., February 10.—A fire 
broke out in Talbott’s block, corner of Mar- 
ket and Pennsylvania streets, at six o’clock 
this morning, destroving the upper stories. 
The second ahd third floors were occupied by 
the Medical College of Indiana, and the Grand 
and Subordinate Lodge hall of the Knights of 
Pythias, both of which were 
entirely destroyed,including the records of the 
latter. The loss on the building is estimated 
at $10,000 to $15,000, insured for }0,000; Med- 
ical College foss $4,000, insured for $2,000; 
Knights of Pythias loss $2,000, insured for 
$1,200. TheStore rooms below were occupied 
by the Central Bank; J. E. Powers, groceries; 
Wheeler & Wilson, sewing machines; Davis & 
Brothers, groceries; Central Printing Com- 
pany, and the Indiana Farmer. all of which 
were damaged by water. The second story was 
occupied by insurance and other offices, in- 
cluding the New York Life Mutual Benefit,

The Theatre Royal Fire. 
LONDON, February 10.—A _ dispatch from 
Dublin says one woman and seven men were 
killed and thirteen workmen and firemen se- 
riously injured by the burning of the Theatre 
Royal.

sumed, inciuding a large and costly wardrobe, ° 


The theater took fire about one o’clock froma 
light inthe hands of aboy lighting the gas.

HISTORIC PETERSBURG. 


A Sunday Stroll Around the Celebrated 
, Battle Field. 
{Correspondence 6f the New York Sun. | 

A brisk walk of three-quarters of an hour 
from the center of the town in a southeaster- 
ly direction brought us to the top of Cemetery 

ill. Before us, to the eastward, were open 
fields sloping gradually toa valley a half mile 
distant, while beyond was a high hill sparse- 
ly covered with trees, The scene was a very 
quiet one. Smoke rose in thin streams from 
two or three bouses in the distance, but ro 
other evidences of life were visible. To real- 
ize that the stillness could ever have been 
broken by any sound more harsh than the 
voice of the farmer and the lowing of cattle, 
required considerable effort of the imagina- 
tion; yet here had occurred one of the most 
terrible struggles of the war. Theair of this 
place bad resounded with the roar of cannon 
and the rattle of musketry for weeks and 
months, and the ground upon which we stood 
had been soaked again and again with the 
blood of man. A few rods from us was a 
mound of earth, eightor ten feet high and 
thirty or forty yards in diameter, With a 
buge cavity in the center. On approaching 
this we were Inet ®@y the owner of the prem- 
ises, who sugyzested that a quarter would 
be acceptable, and offered his services as 
guide. 

**And so this is the ‘crater?’ *’ we said. 

‘*Yes. You seeitstands ona breastwork 
that runs nor’east and sou’west, and goes 
‘out of sight both ways. Ginral Lee had men 
five or six steps apart along here, and up be- 
hind the cemetery he had his reserve.’’ 

“Iiew Jarge a reserve’’’ 

“Oh, it Was aright smart of a force some- 
times, and then avin sometimes it got mighty 
thin. lreckon ifthe Yanks had known how 
small it was sometimes they’d have pounced 
on us in two or tbree places at once and fixed 
us quick. Now, you see down there afew 
rods is another breastwork; tbat was the 
Yankee picket line, aud the ground between 
there and here was a hot old piace, I tell you. 
‘This pile of earth was a little fort; up there 
balfa mile Was another, and down on that 
hill was anotber. Our boys knewrthat the 
Yanks was goin’ to mine under one of these, 
for the Northern papers said so and the 
Yankee pickts told our pickets so. You see, 
the fellers fromthe two sides would get to- 
gether once in a while to swap coffee and ter- 
backer, and sometimes they’d talk a little too 


much. But our folks coulun’t tind out which 
fortit Was. They dug the holes dowu ten or 
fifteen feet and listened, but couldn’t hear

‘*Yes,]l was nine years old, and lived up 
close by the cemetery.

One day father killed a calf behind the barn, 
und Nigger Pete and 1 tried to carry the car- 
cass to the house, and the bullets got awful 
thick. One ortwo went into the meat, and 
one went under my foot, and one went so 
near Pete’s head that be thoucht the back of 
bis skull Was gone. That nigger laid rizht 
down and said hix prayers, and 1 couldn’t 
make him getup, and after that the house 
Was shotall to pieces, and maam andl had 
to get down into a corner of the cellar to keep 
from gettin’ bit. Why,three times [I saw this 
field ail covered over with dead and wound- 
ed men that had been brought up here after 
engagements.’ 

Our, guide then led the way toa liitle cabin 
that stood near. Entering this, we saw battle 
relies of every description. One of the end 
walls was covered with gups and sabres. 
Scme of these were in a good state of preser- 
vation, having been dug from the crater soon 
after the war, Whiie others were burdly more 
than irregular masses of rust. Several bore 
the marks of bullets, and two or three of the 
musket barrels were deeply indented. Along 
the sides of the room, upon shelves, were 
simuall missilesin great quantitv, iacluding 
grape, canister and a dozen varieties of rifle 
balis. One ortwo specimens were to be seen 
of bullets that had met in the air and become 
firmly welded together by the impact. Shells 
of all sizes strewed the floor, while ina con- 
spicuous position was a pile of human bones. 

**hactis,’’ said our conductor, **bones is 
most everywhere ’round here. Folks thougnt 
the soldiers was all buried together intrenches, 
und the Government peopie that came here 
afier the bodies ‘lowed they’d got all of ’em, 
but skei’tons is allets turnin’ up.’”’

ANOTHER HALLUCINATION. 


A New York Broker Running Naked in 
the Streets. 
[From the New York Sun, February 8. | 

A man wearing only a short and close-fit- 
ting flannel! undershirt was seen running wild- 
ly in Broadway. near Twenty-sixth street, at 
ubout midnight on Friday. He had come 
out of a boarding-house at 30 West Twentv- 
seventh street. There were many persons in 
the street, and he was followed by a crowd. 
He ran rapidly, as though in terror, and fre- 
quently looked behind him, like one = fearing 
pursuit. A Broadway car was passing be- 
tween Twenty-sixth and Twenty-seventh 
streets, and the thinly-clad fugitive madea 
sudden rush to get on board, muttering at the 
time , some incoherent words. The 
conductor at first seemed dumbfounded, and 
when he heard the shouts of the pursuers, 
“Stop him!’? Hold him!’’ he grappled with 
tbe man; but there was not sufficient clothing 
for him to get hold of, and the fugitive 
squirmed away from the conductor and re- 
sumed his flight on the sidewalk. The man 
Was thoroughly spattered with mud, and he 
presented such a wild spectacle that none of 
his pursuers cared to seize him, aithough 
they kept close in his wake. Hesaw the light- 
ed interior of Delmonico’s, and darted across 
the street, the stiff night breeze whistling 
around him and the thermometer close to the 
freezing point. 

Policeman Nelson, of the Thirtieth Street 
Station, was patrolling his post at Twenty- 
filth street and Broadway. He saw the 
crowd, and caught u giimpse of the fugitive 
as he disappeared in the Broadway doorway 
of Delmonico’s. Nelson ran through the 
crowd to discover the cause of the tumult. By 
that time a large number of persons had come 
out of the restaurant to see what occasioned 
the stirin the vestibule. Some of them rec- 
ognized bim as a Welleknowun young broker— 
Stanley D. Dayton. Mr. Dayton’s friends 
sought at first tocalm him and to get him out 
ofthe way of the policeman; but Nelson 
would not permit bim out of his sight, and 
he insisted upon taking him to the police sta- 
tion. Mr. Dayton soon became, more quiet. 
and he was no longer enabied to withstand 
the temperature of 3° without shivefing. 
Nevertheless, Policeman Nelson proposed to 
walk him to the ‘Thirtieth Street Station. 
Then Mr. Dayton’s friends came to the res- 
cue. One proffered the use of nis ulster, and 
unother, observing that Mr. Dayton had no 
pockets in his only garment, and therefore 
wus not provided witn his pocket-book, kind- 
ly offered to furnish a coupe to take the po- 
liceman and his prisoner to the station. 

Upon arriving at the police station, where 
several of his friends had preceded him, Mr. 


| Payton was questioned by Capt. Berghold as 


to the cause of bis strange conduct. He was 
not able to keep up any continued conversa- 
tion, but said be had been compelled to fice 
for his life. He declared, in incoherent words, 
that he had overhenrd, whiie lying in bis bed, 
fa corspiracy to injure him, and he took the 
quickest metbod of escape by vyetiing out of 
bed and ruwning into the street.

A School Girl’s Body Cremated at Le 
Moyne’s Crematory. 
| Washington (Pa.) Cor. New York Sun, 8th.] 


The body of Miss Dolly Hartman of Pitts- 
burg was cremated to-day in Dr. Le Mogne’s 
crematory, in this place. The funeral servi- 
ces were held atthe residence of Mr. Hart- 
man yesterday afternoon. The fact that the 
remains of the pretty young school girl were 
to be disposed of in an unusual way, and the 
manner in which the funeral was conducted, 
attracted a very large number of persons to 
the house, where they were courteously 
treated, although Mr. Hartman did not de- 
sire s0 much publicity. Heisanardent fol- 
lower of Swedenborg, however, and he sub- 
mitted to the presence of the curious in order 
to give them an opportunity of witnessing the 
last ceremonies of his creed. 

The body of Miss Hartman was so arrang- 
ed as tosimulate life with startling fidelity.She 
lay on her side on a sofa, with her head rest- 
ing ona pillow. <A gayly-colored afghan was 
thrown over the lower part of the body, and 
the fingers of the left hand rested on its 
edge as though it had been drawn up by the 
sleeper. Inthe hand weretwo loose rose- 
buds. A light-blue worsted shawl was placed 
with studied carelessness behind the body, 
and formed a background for the silent fizure 
in its pure white dress of soft fleecy material. 
The hair was unfastened and a stray lock lay 
half across the lips. The features were calm 
and only slightly discolored. The big blue 
eyes were covered bythe pallid lids. She 
iooked wonderfully pretty therein her last 
rest in her father’s home,and the very natur- 
alness of her appearance was most pathetic. 
The customary service for the dead was read 
by the Rev. Mr. Vetterlinz, who made a few 
remarks onthe lifeand death of her who 
slept before him. 

This morning Mr. Hartman and Frank 
Lewis and Will Hartman, his sons, with Miss 
Foulk and two or three friends, accompanied 
the remains to this place. They arrived at 
lla.m. ‘The body, which was in an elegant 
mahogany casket, was placed in a hearse and 
driven to the little building on the hill which 
was first made famous by the ceremonious 
cremation of Baron De Palm. The family 
followed in carriages, and sogn the little party 
gathered in the small reception room adjoin- 
ing the furnace. It was verv cold outside, 
and the wind whistled drearily around the 
building and blew the loose snow against the 
window panes. John Dye (thereis fitness in 
names sometimes that can not be explained), 
the queer, sour-looking man who built the 
crematory and has had charge of it whenever 
it was in use, hadthe furnace filled with coke 
and the retort was brilliantly white with heat. 
Dye said it wasjustright. ‘‘It was not hot 
enough,” he cooley added,as though speaking 
of roasting chestnuts, *‘when De Palm was 
burned, and was too hot when Mrs. Pittman 
came here, but it is all right now.’’ 

The coffin was opened andthe body laid 
upon the iron framework of the catafalque. It 
Was then wrapped inalinen sheet dripping 
with alum water. The figure ofthe young 
lady was sadly wasted by disease, and it look- 
ed very slender indeed in its moist drapery. 
The Rev. Mr. Vetterling took a small shovel- 
ful of ashes from the fireplace and read a few 
Wvurus about the severance of the spiritual 
and earthly bodv. Then he sprinkled the 
ashes onthe body. The iron frame was then 
lifted by the attendants and shoved into the 
long and narrow vault of the retort. The 
door was pushed into arim of moist cement 
and screwed up tightly, and ‘the incineration 
began at 11:44. For about a second there was 
an almost perceptible odor as of burat cloth. 
Afterward no smell whatever could be de- 
tected. 

Looking through the small hole in the 
door of the retort,§{ saw the outline of the 
sheet shrink slightly and grow smaller. This 
lasteda few seconds only, and then, as the 
alum-smoked sheet was baked hard, it be- 
came stiffand immovable.

Her scheme 
has been fully tested in other branches of sup- 
ply, and the corresponding association in 
London is in very successful opera- 
tion. Here the difficulty in obtaining 
trained and conscientious labor is 
greater. but it will probably be surmounted. 
What we do need is intelligent workers who 
areable to diverge from traditional ideas, 
modify and adapt, and, at the same time, 
preserve harmony in the general tone and de- 
sign of their compositions. The making of 
clothing offers the finest possible opportunity 
to educated young American women, whio 
could bring their knowledge of forms or prin- 
ciples in art and taste to bear upon their 
work. We are inundated with readv-made 
French and English and German styles, but 
they are none of them just what we want, 
and a race of good American dressmakers is 
needed, who, instead of accepting a bad style 
at second-hand and forcing it upon their cus- 
tomers, will find an alternative, and cons-sien- 
tiously work out a solution of some of the 
knotty problems that present themselves, 
rather than sacrifice the interests of their 
patrons to them. 


The German Navy. 
(From the New York World. | 

According to the list just published by the 
Imperial Admiralty of Berlin, the German 
Navy at the presenttime comprises the fol- 
lowing vesseis: Twelve fighting ships, viz., 
eightiron armor-plated frigates and fouriron 
armor-plated corvettes; twenty-five cruisers, 
viz., sixteen corvettes, two gun-boats of the 
German Albatross class, and seven of the first 
class, and nineteenj vessels for coast defense, 
viz., one iron armor-plated vessel, eight iron 
armor-plated gun-boats, six torpedo boats 
and four gun-boatsof the second class. In 
addition there are seven despatch boats, two 
transport ships and ten school-ships, and en- 
gaged in harbor service nine steamers, three 
barrack ships and eight pilot-boats and fire- 
ships, making agrand total of ninety-five. 
There are also building one iron-plated 
corvette, three iron-plated gun-boats and four 
wooden corvettes. Among the eight fighting 
armor-plated frigates, the German Admural- 
ty. singularly enough, still includes}the Gros- 
ser Kurfurst, which sank more thana year 
and a half ago off Folkestone.

LIFE-SAVING SOLDIERS.

Heroism of the Men Who Patrol Our 
Stormy Coast. 
[From the New York Tribune. ] 

The last obstinate carper against the eflici- 
ency of the life-saving service, if there be one 
left, may well be silenced by the reports of the 
storm on last Monday night. Wrecks were 
driven ashore all along the coast, two of them 
being deserted vessels, but in every other 
case the crews were rescued by the life-sav- 
ing service of the revenue marine. Nothi 
more dramatic could well be intagined than 
the scene that night along the murderous lee 
coast of New Jersey, which, a hundred years 
ago, was literally whitened with the spars of 
wrecked vessels and the bleaching bones of 
drowned sailors. It Was estimated that 
from 300 to 600 lives per annum were lost 
on that sandy strip of beach from Sandy Hook 
to Cape May. ‘There was then no help nor 
hope. On Monday night, through the mid- 
night darkness and driving storm, the whole 
coast was guarded. Lights shone on every 
station, and the faithful fellows patrolled 
every mile of beach. Four ships were driven 
ashore, and the description of the rescue of 
the crews which comes to us in private letters 
has all the elements of a scene of finely- 
wrought tragedy. There were the darkness, 
the howling tempest, the thunder of the an- 
gry sea, the broken vessels dashea helplessly 
to and fro, drowning men and women, pnd 
on shore half a dozen men struggling in* the 
surf with their ropes ard mortar, both men 
and apparatus appearing puny and ineffect- 
ual to cope with the mighty forces of 
death before them. In every case, however, 


they proved sufticient. Not a life 
was lot. Crews and passengers, 
consisting of thirty-one men, two wo- 


men and two children,were all brought safely 
onshore. To add to the mora the scene, 
the captain of one brig, an Italiah, seeing that 
his ship was driving inevitably gn the bar, 
went into his cabin and shot himself through 
the brain. Another dramatic incident was 
the struggle which a brave fellow named Pot- 
ter, from station No. 4,at Monmouth beach, 
made with the waves to save one of the Italian 
crew. He had plunged into the boiling surf 
to drag the drowning man ashore, when an 
ebbing wave washed them both out to sea. 
“For a moment the crew of the station forgot 
everything but their companion. ‘Save Pot- 


ter! Save Potter!’ they cried. oe could 
be dene. But Potter, grasping a floatin 


spar, and, not relaxing for an instant his hol 
of the Italian, coolly held. on toi: u..til both 
were dragged ashore.” 

Such stories of individual courage and skill 
in our life-saving soldiers should be made 
public. The poor er we pay them are no 
compensation for such heroic devotion. Do 
not let us stint them in the reward of our re- 
spect and honor.

ACKLEN?’ S*TRICK. 


A Swell Member of Congress on the 
Verge of Expulsion. 
{Washington Cor. Chicago Times. } 


The expulsion of a member rarely occurs in 
Congress. Itis only upon proof of some act 
of a fixgrant and notorious chvracter, eom- 
mitted in an officivl capacity, that Conzress 
acts. In his private capacity a member may 
commit murder, arson or rape, without dis. 
turbing the official serenity of Congress. 
There is one member now upon the brink of 
expulsion, through the secret investigation of 


the Foreign Affairs Committee. This: 
investigation has been conducted 
very quietly, and at the next Tues- 
day’s session of the committee, after 


an opportunity for defense is given, it will be 
decided whether a resolution of expulsion be 
passed or not. Tbe unsavory Acklen, of Lou- 
isiana, isthe man involved. Heis the person 
who was last year made so notorious through 
numerous scandalous affairs with women, one 
of which, at least, would have warranted his 
expulsion from the society of decent people. 
If this bad been a subject tit for Congressional! 
action, Acklen. would have been expelled 
long before this. In appearance 
Acklen is not unlike a French barbor of the 
low grade. His thick, shiny curly hair,small 
mustache, and bushy side whiskers nearly 
hide his small, insignificant face. Convicted 
of social dishonor,und steeped in all the petty 
chicanery of the low grade of Louisiana poli- 
j4ics,one can imagine how he is looked upon 
among honest men, or even ordinary politi- 


cians. Caughtinthetrick of trying to foist 
a fictitious report upon the House, 
he has asked for time for a de- 


fense, and has used this time in persuading 
one of the journal clerks to falsify the official 
records of the House so that he might escape 
that wav. The investigation has demonstrat- 
ed that the charge against Acklen is true, and 
that the record of his act as it now stands is 
inaccurate. In explanation of this inaccuracy 
the committee will report to the House,if they 
report the facts as found,that the books have 
been falsified. The Foreign Affairs Committee 
bave used the utmest leniency with Acklea 
consistent with duty. He was invited to make 
his statement on Friday last, but failed to rut 
in an appearance. ‘The committee then post- 
poned the hearing until next Tuesday. 

The facts in the case arethese: Inthe 
Congressional Record of January 14 is the fol- 
lowing: 

Mr. Acklen—I ask unanimous consent that 
the report of the Committee on Foreign Af- 
fairs in relation to claims of certain citizens 
against the Government of Nicaragua be re- 
ferred to the committee of the whole and or- 
dered to be printed. 

There being no objection, it was ordered 
accordingly. 


An entry corresponding to this was mide’ 


in the journa’. ‘Tbe report bore the indorse- 
ment of Mr. Kinz,a member of the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, and was printed as having 
been made by that committee. It is now, 
bowever, out of print, all copies having been 
withdrawn from the files of both House and 
Senateand destroyed. It appears that Acklen 
was interested in prosecuting the claims, and 
having, as a member of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee of the last Congress, prepared a 
favorable report upon them, which he did not 
succeed in getting through, he adopted this 
means of] getting it before @the present 
Hlouse. 

Tennessee’s Pictured Rock.

Not 100 miles below Nashville is a curious 
spectacie, known asthe **Sunand Moon.’’

Executor’s Liability. 
Manville versus Edgar, before the Court of 
Appeals this morning, was a case involving 
the liability of the executor of a shareholder. 
The petition alleges that the testator was, 
the time of his death,a shareholder in the Peo- 
ple’s Bank, of Belleville, and owned twenty- 
five shares of its stock, and that the executors 
of that estate have, ever since his death, 
continued to own the above noted number 
of shares. Thetrial court decided that the 
executors were not liable tothe individual 
creditors of that concern. The Court of Ap- 


eals decided thatthe liability of a share- 
older arises out ofa contract, and that there 
is a personal obligation on bis part to pay the 
individual creditors, and that upon the im- 
plied promise of the testator made in his life- 
time, though the debt may accrue afterwards, 
the executors are liable if they have funds of 
the testator. The case was reversed and re- 
manded.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


Appeals. 


Cases Triedand tobe Tried-—The Knox 
County Case—Legal Notes. 


The Cattle Act. 

The constitutionality of the act of April, 
1877, prohibiting cattle and other animals 
from running at large or being herded on land 
other than that of the owner, was passed 


upon by the Court pf Appeals, this morning, 
in affirming the decision of the case of Anton 
Nott versus Gregoir Auburchon and others. 
The constitution of 1875 prohibits the passage 
of local or special laws relating to a large 
number of specified subjects. The section 
closes with a géneraul provision that in all 
other cases where a general law can be made 
applicable no local or special law shall be 
created. Whether a general law would applvin 
every case is made a judicial question. The 
Supreme Courtin the earlier cases intimated 
thatlaws advantageous to one 


within the provision of the constitutional re- 
striction. It is possible, the Court states, 
to ase a general law that stock 
shall be kept within enclosures through- 
out the State, and it is clear that such 
an act would be equally cruel and absurd. It 
is also true that the total absence of any law 
providing for the enclosure of stock might be 
disastrous in certain populous counties. Un- 
der the circumstances it is more easy to frame 
a general law in regard to courts of inferior 
criminal jurisdiction than to frame a general 
stock law, yet the former was cvunasider- 
edi unwarranted by the necessities of the case. 
Weare unableto see that a law general 
in ifs terms could be passed on the subject of 
inclosing stock, so as to remedy an intolerable 
evil in one county without inflicting great 
mischief in another. When the constitution 
restains the exercise of legislative power, the 
restraint itself and the terms in whica it is 
imposed mustbe so construed as to sustain 
the power as exercised, unless such construc- 
tion is clearly unconstitutional. Thejudg- 
mentof the Circuit Court was attirmed. 


The Knox County Case, 

F.This morning, in the case of Sse C. Davis 
versus the Knox County Court, George 
Shields made an argument to sustain the de- 
murrer. Some two years ago the plaintiff ob- 
tained a judgment against the defendant for 
316,000, the amount of interest and principal 
which had accrued on certain bonds issued 
by the county in aid of the Mississippi 
and Missouri Railroad Company. The judg- 
ment was not satistied, and a permptory writ 
of mandamus was issued by she Circuit Court 
to compel its payment. A return was made 
tothe writ, and the plaintiff entereda de- 
murrer to the return. ‘This morning the 
argument was commenced in favor of sustain- 
ing the demurrer. To-morrow Jas. Carr, 
attorney for the defendant, will address the 
court. 


A Damage Suit Affirmed. 

An action for damages forthe killing ofa 
child came up before the Court of Appeals 
this morning, inthe case of Patrick Faris ys. 
tbe Cass Avenue and Fair Ground 
Company. ‘The evidence 
the effect that a car of the above line was go- 
ing west ob Cass avenue near 
Seventeenth street, which is _— Slightly 
down grade, when iit passed over 
theinfant child of the plaintiff.

that the landlord had violated his contract. 
The Court of Appeals affirmed that decision 
this morning. 


Damage Suit. 

On the 12th of last September, George 
Newton was the owner of a heavy wagon and 
two horses.
